PRACTICAL EFFECTS OF AN

NO FURTHER CRIMINAL 
PROCEEDINGS 


CROWN'S DECISION 

The Crown has decided to stay 
further proceedingy against Noel 
Instone Brewer,  barrister-at-law, 
who+was cotivicted Inst week, at the 
January Criminal Sessions, — for 
muking a false statement without 
oath, contrary to the Perjury Or- 
dinance. 

After a-trial lasting four days, a 
common jury returned a unanimous 
verdict of guilty on the count of 
making a statutory report on 
Augusf 16, 1927, - that the total 
vash received by the Instone Bank- 
ing Corporation, of which Brewer 
was President and a Diregtor, was 
$876,750 “jn respect of shares 
issued wholly for cash.” 

It will be recalled that there were 
three counts in the. indictment and 
that the Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice 
Wood) decided to deal «with them 
separately. On the decision being 
reached ‘on the first, his Lordship 
recorded the conviction and post- 
poned ‘sentence until 10.90 a.m, on 
Monday, February 3. 

In the interval, the Attorney 
General (Hon. Sir Joseph. Kemp, 
C.B.E.,. K.C.) has filed a nolle 
prosequi in respect of the second 
and third counts and also of both 
counts in an additional. indictment. 

In other words, the Crown is 
satisfied to rest on haying brought 
one count to conviction by & jury. 
The other counts have been dropped, 
but not withdrawn, — 

“Under the Perjury Ordinance, the 
offence is classed as a mis- 
demeanour, the maximum penalty 
for which {is two years’ imprison- 
ment and a fine. This means that 
both a term and a'fine can be im- 
posed, the-discretion resting with 
his Lordship, * é : : 

In regard to the’ jurors, it will be 
recalled that his Lordship announced 
that if thelr attendance was needed 
they would be notified by the Regis- 
trar.

‘A paper by Mr. N. Ryland Davis 
and My. C. R. Bureh upon electric 
furnaces for steel melting, which 
was read to the Manchester Agso- 
ciation of Engineers, discussed in 
some detail early attempts upon the 
use of current for. melting and tho 
dificultics, not altogether over- 
come, which prevented its applica- 
tion. The authors concluded, how- 
ever, that the neweat form of in- 
duction furnace had removed the 
Inst argument in favour of the al- 
ternative crucible process, and that 
the two main stumbling-blocks left 
were “courage on the one side and 
on the other cash.” One of the in- 
teresting process described was 
that by which stainless steel was 
made. It waa ‘originally made in 
very small quantities in the 
crucible, its products made into 
fancy goods which sold at so high 
a price that melting costs of £20 a 
ton were not considered prohibitive.

TELEPHONE THAT WOULD KEEP 
ON RINGING 


“WALTER” RECITES POETRY 


“Margery,” the world-famous pay- 


chical medium who has just arrived 


fn London from the United States, 
Is shy. 

There was shyness in her volce 
and in her habit of fingering her 
necklace of white beads, as she 
talked to me to-day, aays a writer 
in the “Evening Standard,” Lon- 
don, of December 5, about shopping, 
the friendliness of London, the wea- 
ther, and ordinary, pleasant things 
like that.

“The telephone,” 
Dr, Crandon, grimly, “did not stop 
ringing until two o’ "clock this morn- 
ing.” 

She flashed a bright smile at him, 

There is this to be sald for Dr. 
Le Roy Crandon—he appears to 
‘be thé ideal husband for 2 woman 
who has fevealed mediumistic pow- 
era. He watches over the comfort 


.of “Margery” with minute care. 


“I do want you to make it clear, 
if you will,” he said, “that my wife 
and I are not Spiritualists. Things 
happen, and we inyestigate them in 
what I may call a laboratory man- 
ner. That is to say, our minds are 
perfectly open. We rule out noth- 
ing and we: accept nothing 
without question.

Strindbereg’s Letters to 
Siri Von Essen 


The appearance of another: auto- 
biographical volume by August 
Strindberg in the German version 
of Emil Sckering is now due, con- 
taining’ letters exchanged during 
the year 1876, when he was twenty- 
seven, with Siri von Essen, who at 
that time was still the wife of Baron 
Wrangel. She divorced * her 
husband and became Strindberg’s 
first wife.

been exchanged Strindberg wish:

ment, of such undertakings to 
normal economic and commerical 
stimulus, but the ports stand on a 
different footing and thé asaistance 
of the State might be given for the 
Purpose of carrying. out promptly 
wise and provident improvements, 
especially as the Government regard 
the unemployment problem as, 
creating an exceptional state of 
affairs. 

“There‘are many schemes which 
‘could be undertaken Immediately,”’ 
it is added, “if Government assist- 
ance is forthcoming which must 
otherwise be postponed for many 
years.” The committee recommend: 
us urgently required by commerce 
economically sound schemes of 
development’ at Glasgow, Leith, 
Newcastle,- Middlesbrough, Hull 
and Swansea. 

The committee Bays that “up-to-s 
date facilities for the coasting trade 
is a matter of vital necessity to the 
overseas*trade a3 well as to the 
internal transport economy of the 
country, The committee fully 
endorses the opinion. expressed by 
the council of the Chamber of Ship- 
ping and the shipowners" Parlia- 
mentary committee that the coasting 
has been neglected in the 
past, ‘ 

Value of Small Ports 

‘There are, in the’ opinion of the 
committee, many small ports, some 
of which are of very ancient origin, 
which once did a flourishing trade 
but which are now in danger of be- 
not--because they 
are no longer required but: because 
the policy of competitive agencies 
has been ‘to'divert their. natural 
traffic to ‘artificial channels and, 
where such. agencies have’ had con- 
trol, to allow or even to “encourage 
the decay of the port. |, 

“The value of the small ports to’ 
the nation ‘in general, and to tho. 
surrounding areas in .particular, 
cannot be over estimated, One of 
their most important functions is 
to provide the means of cheap trans- 
port by sca of raw materials and 
the manufactured articles for those 
districts which, efther by reason of 
their geographical situation or the 
small tonnage of their traffic, could 
not otherwise enjoy this facility 
Without such cheap transport many 
local ‘industries ‘now established 
would be unable to exist, and if 
it is withdrawn the “poastbility: of 
establishing new industries will be 
restricted.” 

The committee claims that many 
of the smaller ports could be put 
into commission again and could 
recover much of their traffic with 
comparatively slight expenditure. 

Coasting Trade’s Requirements 

The committee points out that the 
essential requirements of the 
consting bulk cargo carriers 
arei— ‘ 

(1) Access to berths wherever 
posalble at all states of the thde. — 

(2) Good transit sheds of single 
or multiple-storoyed ‘type according 
to the requirements of each trade, 
with large and numerous opening 
on both back and front.

and sheds to facilitate trucking, 

(4) Modern crane equipment of 
the luffing type: to expedite loading 
and discharging.

Distribution of Oil 

‘It is possible, the committee adds, 
that the development of oil-tanker 
barges would greatly facilitate the 
distribution of ofl from “the larger 
ports to districts aerved by the 
smaller ports, and even to inland 
centres. . The safety of oil storage 
would also be increased by this 
means, The: use of guch craft 
would overcome difficulties at many 
ports which, owing to silting, are 
no longer open to vessela of ordinary 
type and in other directions might 
simplify the problem of port facill- 
ties.

A UNIQUE EVENT 


The discovery of the fossilised 
remains ‘of ten representatives of 
“The Peking Man" (Sinanthropus 
pekineusisy was described “as a 
most remarkable and important con- 
tribution to the history of human 
dovelopment. The event is unique. 
For once the much-abused term 
epoch making is the just and ap- 
propriate description. In this 
article I shall attempt to explain my 
reasons for using the terms unique 
and epoch-making in reference to a 
discovery which 1! regard as the 
most momentous in the whole hia 
tory of the study of fossil man. 

When in 1891 Dr. Eugene D Dubois |, 
found part of the foggilised brain 
ease of Pithecanthropus on the 
‘bank of the Solo River in Java, con | 
troversics arose as to whether this | 
Early Pleistocene fossil—Professor 
Dubois believed it to-belony to the 
still earlier Pjiocene period—was 
part of a primitive man or of a 
gigantic ape, and whether the 
thigh bone found in the gravel a 
short diatance from the skull 
fragment was a part of the same 
individual, These questions are 
still being discussed to-day, al- 
though thirty-cight years . have 
elapsed since the discovery. 

New Genus of Mankind 

When in 1912 the Pilidown skull 
and jaw were discovered In Sussex 
by the late Mr. Charles Dawson and 
Sir Arthur Smith-Woodward, |: 
several anthropologists refused to 
admit that a specimen so closely 
resembling a ‘chimpanzce's jaw 
could pousibly have formed part of 
the same individual as the obviously: 
_ Ruman skull, | Leading palaconto- 


logists in Gemany, France, and 
America still harbour such doubts, 
“The digcovery in China of @ 
primitive member of the human 
family roughly contemporaneous 
’ with the Apo Man of Java (Pithe- 
canthropus) and the Dawn Man of 
- Piltdown (Eoanthropus), but dif- 
ferent in type from both of them, js 
an event of special significance, not 
merely, by reason of the intrinale 
interest of enabling us to make the 
acquaintance of a hitherto unknown 
and unsuspected” -relative, but also, 
because the new _ evidence helps to 
resolve.the doubts concerning the 
other two Early :Ploistocene - men, 
and most primitive phase, of the 
history: of the human family. 

When two years ago Dr. Davidson 
Black proposed the creation of a 
new genus of mankind, on the basis 
of a. fossilised. tooth found in o 
flasure of the rocky flpor of the Chou 
Kou Tier cave, moat anthropo 
logists were doubtful of the validity 
of the genus, he called Sinanthropus 
upon such slender evidence,

‘Ten Human Skeletons 


The thinness of the crania of 
Sinanthropus and the less obtrusive- 
ly simian’ features of the jaw justify 
the Inferences made by Professor: 
Davidson Black that the Pekinese 
belong to a genus different from 
their contemporaries in Java and 
Britain—one, moreover, more near- 
ly akin to modern man. But as 
yet it is premature to claim “The 
Man of Sin” as aur remote ancestor. 

The recovery of parts of ten 
skeletons gives Dr. Black the oppor- 
tunity to study the stricture and 
variations of these early fore- 
runners, and to obtain a much feller 
and surer knowledge of their dis- 
tinctive features than Is poasible in 
the case of either Pithecanthropus 
or Eoanthropus, 

The Chinese discovery differs 
profoundly from those .made in 
Java and In Sussex. The remains 
of the Apo Man of Java and,of Pilt- 
down Man were found in gravels, 
and had been naturally deposited in 
the beds of streams by ranning| 
water. The ancient Pekinesa left 
their.remains in ao limestone cave, 
and.they were swept into a Msyre 
in'tho floor. Hence the remains 
wore not acattored, but were..pre- 
served under ¢onditions which 
enable ‘us to be gertain of. the as: 
sociation of the different fragmenta 
as parts of definite individuals. 


Relation to the Apes 


The chief significance of the new 
discoveries depends upan;the con- 
sideration that. they provide Dr 
Davideon .

The 
robbers did not have time to ransack 
the house because the villagers know 
of their coming and raised an glarm 
ty beating drums and firing Verey 
Kehts. © They left hurriedly, ‘ten 
minutes after breaking into the house, 
and drove away in a motor car, taking 
with them the merchant's son and a 
gardener. The gardener was subse- 
quently released because there was no 
chance of securing any ransom money 
for him, but ‘he had been so terrified 
hy the robbers that ho refused to dis- 
close the place, where the youth was 
held.- ie 


Given Up As Dead 


Now, after a lapse of five months, 
during at least throe months of 
which time the youth had been 
iven up as dead, comes an echo of 
the’ outrage by the recovery of the 
Yauth alive, but very weak because of 
tne privations which he suffered in the 
hands of the robbers. It transpired 
that ‘the youth, Tang Fung (16), was 
iaken to Chinese territory, just beyond 
the border, whore he was held pri- 
soner in a house for a few days, after 
which the robbers, fearing detection, 
moved to a cave, 

His captors never stayed long in one 
place, being constantly on: the move, 
and during the five months of his cap- 
tivity the youth had to live with them 
in five different caves. During the week 
hefore his liberation he was taken to 
a Village in the Po-on district, about 
three hours’ walk from tho ‘British 
New Territories border, and there de- 
tained in the Cheah Kung Temple, 
from which he wags taken away by the 
Chinese authorities nnd handed over 
to the loca) Police who returned him 
to his home, 

Relating the story of his .experi- 
ences in the hands of the robbers, 
Tang Fung said that he wag not 
ill-treated in any way, but his 
anferings were great all the same. 


For the first four nights after his’ 


capture he and the robbers Iived in 
a house just beyond the 
border, and, although he had to | 
sleep on the floor,.he did: not com-" 
plain because it was then warm 
weather and he did not experience 
much discomfort. 


Sufferings In A Cave 


When he was removed to the cave, 
however, his’ sufferings began. He 
had to sleep on the damp ground, 
the cave was open to the winds an‘ 
rains, and he had no sleeping sheet 


to spread on the ground and no 


blanket. When the winter set In 
he suffered terribly from the ‘cold, 
because he had no clothing other 
than the summer apparel which ho 
was wearlng at the time he was 
kidnapped. * 

The robbers never went very far 
from the British border, moving 
about ing circle. They always 
went from one hiding place to an- 
other under cover of vight. The 
distance between the various caves 
was between three and four hours’ 
walk over hills and down dales in 
ragged country. . He suffered from 
sore feet as the result of these

‘ Manacled All the Time 

During the whole of the five 
months he was.in captivity Tang 
Fung was never free from manncles 
which were attached to his wrists 
and ankles. He had to eat: and 
sleep in them, and during the 
marches the henvy chains on his 
'egs added ‘to the agony he suffered 
from his Jacerated fect. Many 
times he was in a state of collapse 
when he reached the next hiding 
place and was unable to eat. 

The food supplied to him was 
described as very poor and meagre 
—just sufficient to keep: him allve, 
and it ig a surprise that half- 
starved and suffering from  ex- 
posure, he did not long ago dle. 

Eventually the robbers worked 
their way round to the samo village 
to which the youth .was taken im- 
mediately after his capture 
there they stayed in the temple. 

_ Temple Raid Planned 

Then the Chinese authorities got 
“wind” of thelr whereabouts and 
planned a raid on the temple. The 
robbers were taken by surprise and 
found in the boy's company. ~ 

The boy, as stated, was roturned 
to British territory, whilst the 
robbers are being detained by the 
Chinese authorities ‘for trial. «It 
{s probable that they will meet with 
the punishment of death. 

It is understood that during the 
first two months’ captivity ‘Tang 
Fung's people were communicated 
with by the robbers for ransom. 
Negotiations were, of ‘course, diffi- 
cult, because the robbers were con- 
stantly moving about, and thon, for 
the following three months, nothing 
more. wag heard of the youth and 
his_.captives, and Tang Fung was 
given up as lost. Then, when the 
robbers and ‘their captive got to 
the Cheah Kung Temple, they again 
got into touch with Tang Fung’s 
relatives, but before the Intter could 


act the Dninese authorities got in-; 


formation, and, moving with com- 
mendable alacrity in the. matter, 
secured the release of the youth 
and captured the robbers who had. 
charge of him, 


Others At Large 


+ The arrested robbers, however, 
only represent a small percentage 
of the gang which carried out the 
raid at the Tang 
Chuen village. The. number of 
raiders was placed at 50, and ‘they 
have probably dispersed since the 
arrest of their confederates,

In the House of Commons to-day, 
replying to Sir Kingsley Wood and 
Captain Anthony Eden, (Conservative, 
Warwick) in regard to extrality in 
China, Mr. Arthur Henderson extpress- 
ed deep sympathy with Sir Miles 
Lampson at his bercavement. 

The Foreign Seeretary anid that he 
had received no report of the alleged 
incident at Wuchow, mentioned by Sir 
Kingsley Wood, namely, of the Chin- 
exe authorities refusing to hand over 
to the British Nava! authorities two 
British subjects, the pilot and coxswain 
of a Hong Kong launch, on the plea 
that extraterritorial privileges had been 
abolished. | ; 

Sir Kinggey Wood drew attention to 
“g serious incident” jn connection with 
Commandery, McBride. Mr. Henderson 
Promised..to enquire into the matter 
and sec what could be done. 

Replying to Capt. Eden, Mr. 
Henderson said that the Government 
had been corresponding with other 
Powers in regard to extrality. 

Replying to Mr. Wardlaw Milne, 
(Un. Kidderminster), Mr. Henderson 
Snid that he would not go so far as to 
say that the’ action of the Chinese 
Government was quite wrong. 

The White’ Paper on the China In- 
demnity Fund for the year ended 
March 21, 1929, shows a balance of 
£2,853,000 nfter deducting £328 for 
expenses of Secretary of State and 
£900 ‘advances to certain Chinese 
Government students, who are unable 
to ‘pursue University’ training in Bri-
